That the recent 
opinion 
handed 
down by the criminal court of ap­ 
peals, involving the court’s interpre­ 
tation of prejudice against a judge 
and defining its terms, will have a 
visible effect toward hastening trials 
is the opinion of a large percentage 
of local attorneys. 
The decision was handed down in 
the case of John 
Ingles, 
plaintiff, 
against R. McMilan, judge of the dis­ 
trict court of McLain county! Ingles 
who is charged with murder, asked 
for a new judge on the grounds that 
McMilan was prejudiced. The petition 
was dismissed by the court, and in 
its opinion stated a judge is to pass 
only upon the legal questions involv 
ed and not upon the facts, therefore 
to constitute prejudice it must be of 
a real personal nature and such as 
would affect the obtaining of a fair 
and impartial trial under any cir­ 
cumstances. The syllabus in the case 
follows: 
“The 
constitutional 
provision, 
which guarantees 
to 
every 
person 
charged with crime a trial without 
prejudice insofar as it relates to the 
judge who presides at the trial, does 
not include the opinion of the judge 
as to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant, but in order to disquali­ 
fy a judge it must be shown that he 
is biased against or entertaining ill 
will or hostility toward the defend­ 
ant of such character as might pre­ 
vent him from giving the defendant 
a fair trial and not as a matter of 
opinion of the defendant or any oth­ 
er person. A judge does not try the 
facts of the case. He simply passes 
upon the questions of law involved. 
‘‘It is highly improper for any per­ 
son to approach or attempt to con­ 
verse with a judge with reference to 
any case or matter pending before 
him. Such an attempt is an act of 
contempt of court and subjects the 
person resorting to it to punishment 
for contempt. 
“If a defendant acting in good faith 
really desires a change of judge upon 
the grounds of prejudice, he should 
exercise due diligence in asserting 
bis rights as soon as he can con­ 
veniently do so after he hod ac­ 
quired knowledge or learns of prej­ 
udice against him on the part of the 
trial judge.”

Taft’s message communicated to the 
department of foreign relations by 
Fred M. Deering, charge d’affaires: 
“I have the honor to advise your 
excellency that I am in receipt of 
instructions 
from 
my 
government, 
directing me to inform his excellency 
that the president 
of the 
United 
States wishes to express the hope 
that no misapprehensions will result 
from 
unfounded 
and 
sensational 
newspaper conjectures as to the mil­ 
itary maneuvers about to take place 
in Texas and elsewhere and to give 
to President Diaz assurance that the 
maneuvers have no significance that 
should cause concern to the friendly 
neighbors of the United States to 
the South.” 
Dias Feels Assured. 
To the foregoing General Diaz re­ 
plied through Minister Creel and the 
American 
embassy, 
acknowledging 
receipt and expressing gratitude “for 
the courtesy of explaining in such 
explicit terms” the situation. 
A calm and dispassionate view of 
themobilization appears to have been 
tnfctm hen*'-by the Mexicans. No ex­ 
citement followed the appearance of 
the news. Dailies in Spanish, as well 
as <he American morning newspaper 
gave much space to the details of 
the movement. 
In some quarters, however, the ex­ 
planation given out from the White 
House as to the significance of Pres­ 
ident Taft’s order was viewed with 
more or less skepticism. This was 
particularly true as relating to Am­ 
erican residents in the city, many 
of whom professed to see in it the 
first step in a move toward inter 
vent ion. 
Leading Mexicans who were ap­ 
proached for opinions declined 
to 
talk for publication, but privately ex­ 
pressed confidence in the good in­ 
tentions of the American 
govern 
ment.

Washington’s Timber Supply. 
Spokane, Wash., March 9.—Statis­ 
tics compiled by A. W. Cooper, sec­ 
retary of the Western Pine Manu­ 
facturers’ association, show there is 
an available supply of standing tim­ 
ber in the Inland Empire 
to 
con­ 
struct 17,OOO,(KH) four and five-room 
cottages, or sufficient to house more 
than half of the population of the 
United States and Canada. Four hun­ 
dred mills in the district, having a 
total capacity of 3,900,000,000 feet, 
cut 1,463,000,000 feet or 60,000 cars 
of lumber in 1910, as against 1,250,-^ 
000,000 feet in 1909. The value of the 
product at the mill is estimated at 
$21,000,000, of which amount $14,- 
000,000 was paid for labor. Six mil­ 
lion dollars was paid „ to railroads 
for hauling the output. The value of 
the stumpage cut is placed at $3,- 
000,000. The report shows there is 
about $110,000,000 invested in the in­ 
dustry in this district, and that the 
working capital 
employed 
ranges 
from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000. One 
hundred thousand persons are direct­ 
ly supported by the industry and 20- 
GOO men are employed on a basis of 
300 days a year.

Every­ 
thing has been ordered shut off by 
the mayor in order that the possi­ 
bility of the city being left entirely 
without fire protection may be avoid­ 
ed. He informs the News, however, 
that some few are paying no atten­ 
tion to the order to discontinue th* 
use of city water, and that if they 
do not comply at once the water de­ 
partment will cut off the connection, 
entailing the payment of a fee of $1 
when the water is turned on again. 
The cement plant completed its line 
to the quarry at Lawrence and yes­ 
terday began pumping. A break oc­ 
curred in the line and for a time 
it seemed possible that the whole 
works might be shut down again. 
However, the break --was repaired to­ 
day and water is. flowing through 
the pipe fat the rate of about fifty 
gallons per minute, a supply ample 
for the needs of the plant. 
Pumping from 
the city well 
is 
said to be lowering the water in 
other wells in that vicinity, and con­ 
siderable inconvenience may follow.

Oklahoma City, tMteroh 9.—IAH dis­ 
agreements in the senate in regard 
to congressional 
red i.mr ie ting were 
Ironed out Wednesday morning Sn a 
caucus which kept the republican 
members of the senate waiting in 
the hall until nearly ll o’clock, al­ 
though IO o’clock was the hour of­ 
ficially set for convening.

been omitted by a clerical error. 
The action of the committee is 
placing Tillman county in the Fourth 
district instead of the iFifth was sus­ 
tained, thus reversing the caucus ac­ 
tion of Monday night, which was the 
cause of the trouble, as developed on 
til 
first consideration of the bill. 
The vote on final passage was 27 to 
3 2. all democrats who were present 
voting for the bill and all republi­ 
cans against It. Senators Hatchett, 
Mitchell and Smith, democrats, and
